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DETAILED ACTION 

This is responsive to the Amendment filed June 17, 2008. In view of the Amendment, 
Claims 26-41 have been canceled, and Claims 1-25 have been amended. Consequently, Claims 
1-25 are pending in the application. 

Response to Amendments 

The claims have been substantially revised to overcome the rejection under 35 USC § 
112, second paragraph, so that this application is now in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

Claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or render obvious a closed three-site, quantum particle system, comprising: a first site 
in which the energy is controllable; a second site in which the energy is controllable; states in the 
first and second sites that are strongly coupled to each other by coherent tunnelling, and where a 
tunelling rate is controllable; and, a third site in which the energy is controllable, the third site 
having a state that is weakly coupled by coherent tunnelling to the states in the first and second 
sites, so that the third state is able to map out the populations of the first and second states as its 
energy is scanned with respect to the first and second states as recited in independent Claim 1.
